The fame Per^off, having mentioned the many SalhSprjugs 
in Germany , as thofc at LKncnbHrg , at Hall in Saxony , at 
Saltzwedel'm Brandenburger Marhi^ ia'Ijrol, &c. obfervcSj 
that no Salt- water , which contains any Metal with if j can 
well be foddcn to Salt in a Veffel of the fame Meial , which 
it felf contains , except Vitriolin Copper Veflcls. 

He adds^ that, to fcparate Sale from Salt- waterj without 
Fire, if you take a Vefl'cl of Wax, hollow within , and every 
where tight; and plunge it into the Sea, or into other Salt- 
water J there will be made fuch a feparation , that the vef- 
fel fliall be full of fwect water, the Salt ftaying behind: but, 
though this water have no faltifh tafte , yet, hefaiih , there 
will be found a Salt in the Eflay , which is the Spirit of Salt , 
fubtile enough with the water to penetrate the Wax.
